Ward Board has summoned 300 more 


men, whose order-of-call numbers are 
455 to 734 inculsive. The Sixth Ward is 
to call 100 more men, and the Twentieth 
206. 

The Twenty-fourth Ward Board be- 
gan work this morning in the Clifton 
Heights Police Station. Redmond S. 
Colnon is chairman. 

Yesterday’s figures in nine wards, 
tabulated elsewhere, showed that 5%8 
per cent of those examined were accept- 
ed physically, and that 62.5 per cent of 
those accepted claimed exemption. 

The Twenty-third Ward board has for- 
warded to the District Appeal Board 
the names of 68 men who passed the 
physical examination in that ward in 
the first batch of men examined, and 
who did not claim exemption. It will 
follow these with the names of those 
whose exemption claims are denied. 
The ward’s quota is 158, and 316 men 
were first summoned for examination 
and 300 more were called later. 

Fifth Making Absentee List. 

The Fifth Ward Board, meeting at 
Hotel Jefferson, proceeded with the 
inspection of affidavits filed in sup- 
port of exemption claims, and with 
the compilation of the list of those 
failing to respond to the call. This 
list is being prepared for the United 
States District Attorney’s use.

“Section 2 of the selective draft 
law exempts no person from military 
service on the ground of dependency. 
It only authorizes the President to 
exclude or discharge from draft those 
in a status with respect to persons 
dependent on them for support which 
renders their exclusion or discharge 
advisable. [ 


“The necessity is to raise an army. 
It is advisable to disturb dependents 
as little as necessity of raising an 
army will permit. To this end sec- 
tion 18 of the regulation was com- 
piled carefully and after earnest con- 
sideration. If experience is to prove 
that the generous conditions pre- 
scribed by section 18 of any abuse of 
them will interfere with raising an 
army, then it is no longer advisable 
to discharge so wide a class and 
conditions stated therein will have 
to be restricted until an advisable 
rule is reached. 


“Nothing has happened to change 
belief that persons enumerated in 
section 18 could be discharged with- 
out interfering with raising an army, 
but there are indications that abuses 
of section 18 may render its continu- 
ance no longer advisable. 


“Reports are that in some districts 
80 per cent of persons called before 
local boards are filing claims of dis- 
charge on the ground of dependent 
relatives. Such a proceeding of 
claims, when viewed in connection 
with all available statistics, indicates 
beyond question that advantage is 
being taken of provisions of the law 
and regulations intended to reduce to 
a minimum the misery at home nor- 
mally attendant on war.

“There is a moral certainty, in the 
extravaganca of this proceeding, that 
hundreds of unfounded cla.@s are 
included in these totals. 

“This state of affairs greatly in- 
creases the burden of local boards for

“In absence of stern repression by 
local boards of unmeritorious claims 
this result is inevitable, since such 
percentage of exemption as reports

“It is thus apparent that filing 
these improper claims will react di- 
rectly and injuriously on persons 
whom the present regulations were 
designed to protect, and that welfare 
of persons who have filed bona-fide 
claims is seriously imperiled by per- 
sons who have filed claims without 
merit, and the only protection of per- 
sons, whose cases are within the 
meaning of the present rules, lies in 
power of local boards to refuse ex- 
emption in doubtful cases. 

“It is true cases of discharge for 
dependency are appealed to the dis- 
trict board, but this is only inserted 
to secure uniform action. District 
boards are to examine tMese cases to 
discover departures from law, regula- 
tions and rulings, and can not open 
every case on its merits. It is in the 
local boards alone, therefore, that 
solution of the difficulty, and pro- 


tection of deserving claimants lies.”’

Such officers 
will be detailed for service with the 
regular army or national army during 
the war, and at the conclusion of hos- 
tilities will go on the inactive list, sub- 

ject to call in later emergencies. 

Officers appointed directly from the 
training camps to the national army 
will be mustered out at the end of the 
war.

REGULATIONS FOR 


ASSEMBLING NEW 
NATIONAL ARWIY 


Stages of Draft Outlined From 
Call to Service to Entrance 
to Camps. 


SENT OUT TO BOARDS 


Gen. Crowder Also Acts to Check 
Heavy Discharge on De- 
pendency Claims.

country that as high as 80.per cent of 
the registrants called for examination 
are filing claims for discharge because 
of dependent relatives, caused Provost 
Marshal Gen. Crowder to instruct ex- 
emption boards today to reduce grants 


of immunity from the draft “to a far 
more restricted class and to very neces- 
sitous and clearly defined circum- 
stances.”’ 

Wholesale applications for discharges 
indicate, said the Provost Marshal, that 
unfair advantage is being taken of the 
regulations, designed to protect men 
who properly should be exempted frum 
military service. Existing conditions, he 
intimated, are a positive menace to the 
raising of the national army. 

Regulations detailing the procedure in 
assembling the soldiers of the selective 
draft army are being forwarded to ex- 
emption boards today. Every stage. of 
the draft is outlined, from the initial call 
for service to the entrance of the men 
to the cantonments where their training 
period will begin. 


Assembling of. Levies. 
Two hundred thousand of the first 


687,000 will be.called up Sept. 1 and for- 
warded to their camps before Sept. 5. 
Assembling levies at entraining points, 
providing shelter, food and transporta- 
tion and giving their actual induction 
into military life, is entrusted to civilian 
local boards. Until the men reach camp 
they will not be in contact with uni- 
formed officers. 

The actual call for men will go fram 
the Provost Marshal-General to the 
State Adjutant-Generals. Each local 
board will be informed of its proportion 
and the Adjutant-General will fix the 
date when men from his State will en- 
train for camps. 

The local board will make out the list 
of men to fill the call from.the.roll of 
accepted men and will fix the place and 
time of entrainment. 

From the time specified for reporting 
to the local board or military base each 
man, in respect of whom notice to re- 
port has been posted or mailed, shall be 
in the military service of the United 
States. 

Prior to arrival of the men at board 
headquarters, board members are _ in- 
structed to find clean and _ sanitary 
sleeping places at hotels and lodging 
houses, to arrange for meals and pro- 
vide lodging and meal tickets to be tak- 
en in payment and redeemed for cash 
later by a Government disbursing offi- 
cer. In its discretion the boards may 
grant permission for the men to remain 
at their homes. 

Arrangements for Comfort. 
Arrived at the board headquarters at 
the hour fixed for reporting, the men 
wiH be drawn up, the roll called and 
agents will take them to their quarters, 
remaining with them until every ar- 
rangement for their comfort has been 
made. Instructions are given that the 
quality of food furnished shall be good, 
and the board is held liable for seeing 
ihat meals are adequate. 

Retreat roll call at board headquar- 
ters, set for 5:30 p. m. on the day of 
reporting to the board, will be the first 
military ceremony the drafted men pass 
through. The board members are direct- 
ed to be present in person and to in- 
form the men of their military status, 
impressing on them the fact that dis- 
obedience of orders is the gravest mili- 
tary -crime. The light hand baggage, 
containing toilet articles and a change 
of underclothing which the men are per- 
mitted to take with them to camp, will 
be inspected by the board, and a list of 
men sent forward made out and copies 
of original registration ca#ds prepared. 


Alternates for Vacancies, 
For each district five alternates 


will be summoned to board headquar- 
ters in addition to men selected to fill 
the board quota. They will be held 
at the assembling point until train 
time to fill in vacancies should any of 
the levy fail to report. 

Except for retreat roll call the men 
will be given town liberty until 45 
minutes before train time. The 
board will select one man from the 
levy to place in charge of the party 
for its trip and he will name a sec- 
ond in command. The other men will 
be told that orders of these two men 
must be obeyed under pain of mili- 
tary discipline. 

Final verification of the list will 
be made just before entraining and 
if any one is missing an alternate 
will be sent in his place. 

It will be the duty of the com- 
mander of each party to watch over 
his men on the trip, see that none 
is left behind at any station, that 
all are fed regularly and that no 
liquor is furnished. When within six 
hours of the camp, he will telegraph 
the camp Adjutant-General of the 
time of arrival and the loca] board 
will send a similar message. 

Should a train be delayed by ac- 
cident, the commander of each party 
will Aelegraph the camp Adjutant- 
General for instruction.

Says Few Now Think America 
Will Be Negligible Factor. 


NEW YORK, Aug .».—Under the head- 
ing, “Slow but Sure,’ the Abendblatt, 
evening edition of the Staats Zeitung, 
says editorially: 

“That even America’s entrance 
the war—in the twelfth hour, tne deci- 


sive hour—could not deprive the Ger- 
mans of their confidence in victory, is 
comprehensible.

ENGLISH LABOR 
PARTY'S. VIEWS 
ON WAR AIMS 


Demands Reparation, Restora- 
tion and League to Maintain 
Peace. 


HOLDS CONFERENCE 


Takes Up Question of Represent- 
ation at Socialist Congress 
at Stockholm.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—An important 
confernce of the Labor Party was 
held at Westminster today to decide 
whether British labor shall be repre- 
sented at the International Socialist 
Congress at Stockholm in September. 

Arthur Henderson, Minister with- 
out portfolio, when in Petrograd, be- 
came converted to the view that it 
was desirable for British laber men 
to g0 to Stockholm and share in the 
deliberations of the international 
delegates, including the Germans. It 
has been stated that events in Russia 
since his departure have caused a 
change in Henderson’s views ang that 
he would recant at today’s confer- 
ence. 

The bulk of the Labor members of 
Parliament are strongly opposed to 
sending delegates to Stockholm.

Memorandum on Issues, 
A special subcommittee of the Brit- 


‘Sh Labor party Executive Committee 
has been preparing a memorandum 
ipon the issuse raised in the war and 
‘he ideas of British labor in regard 
to peace proposals. This is printed 
in today’s Daily Telegraph. The 
nemorandum is presented -to the La- 
‘Yor conference in London today and 
“urther will be submitted to the spe- 
‘ial conference Aug. 21, prior to its 
»roposed submission successively to 
the allied and international Socialist 

‘onferences. 

Briefly, the memorandum is a strong 
ndorsement of the demand for the 
‘eparation and restoration in behalf 
if eBlgium and other invaded coun- 
‘ries; a declaration in favor of the 
right of individual peoples to settle 
‘heir own destinies; liberation of op- 
pressed people from Turkish misgov- 
‘rnment, and a demand for the estab- 
lishment of a league of nations for 
the maintenance of peace and the 
*limination of war from the world. 
The memorandum indicates that Ger- 
nany is threatening the very existence 
of independent nationalities, striking a 
blow at all faith in treaties, and de- 
clares that the victory of Germany 
would be the defeat and destruction of 
democracy and liberty. It disavows the 
desire to crush Germany politically and 
economically and declares that, while 
it is resolved to fight until victory, it 
is equally resolved to resist any attempt 
to transform the war into a war of 
‘onquest. 


Call Upon Comrades, 
It declares war is being waged against 


the ruthless imperialism of autocratic 
zovernments, and continues: 

“The conference asks the peoples of 
the several nations, particularly So- 
cialist Labor comrades of Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Turkey, 
whether it is not possible for the united 
action of the working classes of the 
world to bring this monstrous conflict 
to a summary conclusion comfortable to 
the principles of the International.’’ 

After welcoming the formula of no 
annexations and indemnities of the 
Council of Workmen’s and _ Soldiers’ 
Delegates, the memorandum declares:

WILL BE AVERTED 


Commission Will Require Pledge 
of All Firms and Employes 
Before Awarding Contracts. 


CONFERENCE IN NEW YORK 


Effort Bemg Made to Avert 
Strike of Cantonment 


Carpenters. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Possibility 
of important Government contracts be- 
ing impeded seriously by labor disputes 
virtually is eliminated by the creation 
of a special commission with extraordi- 


The Council of National Defense, which 


recommended the board, will award con- 
tracts only to those who will abide by 
the decisions of the board and require 
pledges of their employes to do so. 

Members of the board soon will be 
selected. There are to be nine of them, 
three representing the Government, 
three employers and three labor. 


Plans Are Outlined. 
A statement issued by the council 


defined the functions of the new body 
as follows: 

“The commission shall have juris- 
diction over all disputes concerning 
,»wages, conditions or employment in 
all establishments havings contracts 
with the Government Im accordance 
with the eight-hour law of June 19. 
1912, or March 8, 1913, and shall de- 
terminate all labor disputes !n which 
more than 1000 workers are directly 
affected and may in its” discretion 
determine Tabor disputes in which 
less than 1000 workers are directly 
affected. It shall also have author- 
ity to appoint labor adjustment com- 
mittees to determine such labor dis- 
putes as may be assigned to them by 
the commission where less than 1000 
workers are directly affected, such 
committee to be representatives of 
the same elements as the committee. 

‘The awards of the labor adjustment 
commission or the labor adjustment 
committees shall be made not more than 
30 days after the case has been submit- 
ted to the commission and shall be bind- 
ing on employers and employes in the 
plants affected for such period as may 
be expressed in the award, but not long- 
er than © days after the close of the 
war. 

“In every contract made hereafter by 
the Government in accordance with the 
eight-hour law of June 19, 1912, or March 
3, 1913, which may require or involve 
employment of laborers or mechanics, 
there shall be included these stipula- 
tions: 

‘Wages of persons employed on such 
contracts shall be computed on a basic 
day rate of eight hours’ work, with 
overtime rates to be paid for at not less 
than time and one-half for work in ex- 
cess of eight hours. 

“Whenever a labor dispute arises in 
any establishment under contract with 
the Government, in accordance with the 
provision of the eight-hour law of June 
19, 1912, or March 3, 1913, which the em- 
ployers and employes or their repre- 
sentatives are unable to adjust, and a 
strike or lockout seems imminent, the 
Department of Labor may, on its own 
initiative or at request of employers, 
employes or the department whose con- 
tract is affected, appoint a mediator, 
who shall endeavor to bring about a 
mutually satisfactory adjustment. 

“Tf the raediator thus appointed is 
unable to bring the employers and 
employes to agreement, the dispute 
shall be submitted to the adjustment 
commission created by the council 
of national defense, work to be con- 
tinued pending its decisions. 

“Every contractor and sub-contrac- 
tor shall agree to abide by the de- 
cision of the labor adjustment com- 
mission or labor adjustment commit- 
tee and every worker accepting em- 
ployment in any plant within the 
jurisdiction of the adjustment com- 
mission shall do so with the definite 
agreement that he will abide by the 
decision of the adjustment committee 
or the adjustment commission in set- 
tlement of any question affecting 
labor submitted for adjudication.” 


Cenference Resumed to — Peto, 


of Cantonment enpenser 
NEW YORK, Aug. 10 bor leaders 


and representatives of the War and 
Navy Department today resumed con- 
ferences begun yesterday in an effort 
to avert the strike of 200 carpenters 
employed on the construction or army 
and navy cantonment camps in this city 
and vicinity. The strike, called by dele- 
gates of the building trades, has been 
held in abeyance pending the outcome 
of the conference. Although only 2500 
men are directly affected by the strike 
order, the Brotherhood of Carpenters 
has a membership of almost 400,000, all 
of whom, it is said, might be drawn into 
a general walkout. 

At today’s conference the Government 
is being represented by Rear Admiral 
A. F. Harris, chief of yards and docks, 
and John Moffitt of the Department of 
Labor. The Government representatives, 
it is said, are seeking to adjust the 
differences between the firm of Henry 
Steers, Inc., and the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters over the employment by the 
firm of 150 nonunion carpenters on the 
construction of marine cantonment at 
Pelham Bay Park. The union asserts 
that inasmuch as the Government 
awarded the contract to the Steers firm 
that it is responsible for the employment 
of the nonunion men. Unless the con- 
tractor consents to employ only union 
men, or the Government cancels the 
cohtract, the union threatens to enforce 
its strike order not only at Pelham Bay 
Park, but at City Park, Brooklyn, 
Hempstead Plains, L. L, and at Yap- 
hank, lL. I., where marine and army 
cantonments are under construction by 
contractors employing only union men. 
To enforce their demand that only union 
labor be employed, it was said today 
that the carpenters were prepared to cal! 
out all their members working on Gov- 
ernment contracts within a radius of 
400 miles of New York, and as a last 
step to bring their entire organization 
into the fight, a

MRS. DE SAULLES 
IMPROVED AFTER 
SEEING HER SON 


Inquest Reveals Former Husband, 
Whom She Shot, Left Un- 
signed Will. 


MINEOLA, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Mrs. 
Bianca de Saulles, who suffered ‘a 


nervous breakdown after she shot and 
killed her former husband, John Longer 
de Saulles, is said to be somewhat im- 
proved today, following the visit yester- 
day of her 4%-year-old son, over the 
custody of whom the shooting occurred. 

The first, day of the inquest, which 
has been postponed, brought out the fact 
that De Saulles left an unsigned will 
The will makes no mention of any pro- 
vision for his former wife, who had di- 
vorced him on the ground of infidelity, 
but deals principally with his wishes re- 
garding the education of the child. 

It is said the will, which was written 
several months ago, probably was not 
signed because of the divorce proceed- 
ings, which had not been decided at that 
time. } 

While no details of the estate left by 
De Saulles have been given out, it is 
learned that his personal income from 
his real estate business has been about 
$50,000 a year. 

The will also shows that the country 
home, Known as ‘“*The Box,’’ where De 
Baulles lived, was not leased, but was 
cwned by De Saulles. 

De Saulles, by the terms of the un- 
signed will, expresses the wish that his 
son be educated at Yale. 

The inquest was adjourned when Mrs. 
de Saulles’ maid, Susanne Mentop, failed 
to appear to give her testimony. The 
maid, who was with Mrs. de Saulles on 
the night she shot her husband, has 
been out on $1000 bail, and, it is said, 
was in another part of the building 
at the time. 


Weeps at the Parting. 
Mrs. de Saullés and her son were 


left to themselves on the boy’s visit 
yesterday, and the child romped about 
the room when his mother was not 
holding him in her arms. She wept 
when the time for parting came, but 
was considerably cheered by assurances 
from attaches that the visit would be 
repeated. The boy was brought by two 
private detectives from the home at 
Fort Westbury of G. Maurice Hecksher 
who was a business associate of his 
father, and whose wife is an an aunt of 
the slain man.

Stated are left to his hrother, Marion, 
now with an ambulance unit in France 
and to Mary 8S. Smith, a sister of his 
former wife. There are no charity be- 
quests. 

A letter to the Probate Judge accom- 
panied the will. It asked that if con- 
sistent with law the Judge specify that 
not less than $1800 or more than $2500 a 
year be set apart for the education of 
each child and that an allowance of $100 
a month be paid to his divorced wife. 
The will names the directors of the 
Lambert Pharmacal Co. as executors 
without bond. They are A. R. Deacon, 
Arthur W. Lambert, a cousin, and Ma- 
rion, Wooster and Gerard Lambert, 
brothers. 

It became known yesterday that Miss

A COALITION CABINET. 

There is dn interesting hint in Washington dis- 
patches that President Wilson will soon form a 
coalition Cabinet for the conduct of the war. 

The wisdom of such a step may be considered 
wholly apart from the question of the capacity 
and record of any one of his present Cabinet. If it 
is taken it will not be regarded as a reflection on 
Cabinet members displaced, but as a policy de- 
signed to weld together all political parties and all 
elements of the people in support of the war. It 
would be an appeal for harmonious co-operation 
in and out of Congress on all measures undertaken 
to carry the war to a successful conclusion. If, in- 
cidentally, it strengthened the Cabinet, so much 
the better. 

Undoubtedly there is reason in the arguments 
urged by an increasing number of advocates in 
favor of the plan, From the beginning of the 
war there has been a vigorous campaign against 
partisanship and in favor of harmonious action 
on the part of afl Americans in support of the ad- 
ministration. Congressmen of all parties have 
been urged to stand by the President and support 
his war program, The President himself has 
urged the putting aside of partisanship and of 
party politics and the unity of the people in 
striving to achieve the national aims in war. 

The appeal has not been in vain. Party Ines 
have disappeared in Congress in debate and action 
on war measures. The great majority of Repub- 
licans have supported the administration, The 
President has found in trying crises some of his 
strongest and ablest supporters among Repub- 
licans. Divisions have been formed on opinions, 
but not on partisan lines. The masses of the 
people, without regard to party lines, have stood 
firmly with the President. 

If party lines: are to be obliterated in Congress 
and among the people, why should they not be ob- 
literated in the administration? If the President 
seeks and receives the support and service of Re- 
publicans and Progressives in Congress, why 
should he not seek and receive the service of Re- 
publicans and Progressives in the governmental 
departments, . Would not calling able men of 
other parties into his Cabinet Council signalize 
the obliteration of party and the unifying of the 
American people for the prosecution of the war? 

Would not this policy mspfre confidence in 
the administration in all elements of the people? 
Would it not tend to eliminate all merely partisan 
feeling and opposition? 

One thing to consider is the attitude of Demo- 
cratic leaders, who doubtless want the party con- 
trol unbroken. But Democratic leaders cannot 
consistently ask Republican leaders to abandon 
party lines on patriotic grounds unless they them- 
selves are willing to abandon party lines. From 
a party standpoint, success in the conduct of the 
war is imperative. 

The first coalition appointment, it is said, will 
be that of Elihu Root as Secretary of State. With- 


Lansing, there will be no question of the strength 
of the Root appointment. Mr. Root has been 
criticised for his corporation connections, but he 
has never subordinated public to private inter- 
ests. He is an informed statesman and a consti- 
tutional lawyer of the highest rank. His ability 
has been demonstrated. His*experience in office, 
his knowledge of diplomacy, his familiarity with 
South American affairs, his recent visit to Rus- 
sia, make him eminently fit for the place. He 
would have the confidence of the country. 

The President ought to’have as advisers the 
best talent, the strongest minds in the country.

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ORGANIZING FOOD CONTROL. 

A formidable task now confronts the Govern- 
ment in the organization and administration of 
the machinery of food control. The whole pur- 
pose of this legislation is to insure an adequate 
supply of food at reasonable prices to the Amer- 
ican people while at the same time providing 
the food for the British and French, without 
which they could not carry on their part of the 
war. No venture in food control on such a scale 
has ever before been attempted, and no General 
in the field is charged with so important duties 
as those which will devolve upon Herbert C. 
Hoover. 

It is a strange commentary on the state of af- 
fairs in Washington that this man who won so 
much deserved honor abroad by his work in Bel- 
gium, who is regarded everywhere as the first 
authority in food control and distribution, who is 
giving his services to his fellow countrymen for 
nothing and sacrificing a great private income to 
his sense of patriotic duty, has been abused in the 
United .States Senate with a virulence and a 
malice that could hardly be justified if he were 


the abuse which has been heaped upon Mr. Hoov- 
er is a tribute to his ability and his integrity. 
If opponents of this legislation hed not known 
that he was wholly honest and fully equipped for 
his task there would have been no attacks. They 
would have had no fault to find with a bungler 
or a scoundrel in that office, for a bungler could 
accomplish nothing and a scoundrel could be 
reached by the food gamblers who are pocketing 
millions of dollars every month through extor- 
tionate prices.

He has issued instructions to his 
men to see that every idler in town either goes to 


work or its arrested for vagrancy. He has un- 


dertaken to see to it personally that every pa- 
trolman keeps active on his beat. 


Apart from the fact that there is little excuse 
for idleness when employers are clamoring for 


men and the recruiting offices are open, the loaf- 
er ts the raw material from which criminals and 
riot fomenters are made. The laxity of law en- 
forcement in East St. Louis has long made it a 
Mecca for undesirables from St. Louis and else- 
where. The gambler, the easy-money man, the 
confidence man, the pickpocket, the vampire who 
lives off the earnings of unfortunate women 
naturally gravitate to any place where Jaw vio- 
lations have been systematically winked ate 


This does not mean that even a considerable 


portion of the population of our east side neighbor 
is composed of such types. The overwhelming 
majority of East St. Lotisans are sober, indus- 
trious, self-respecting, law-abiding men and 
women.

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NEW FACTS ON CORNBREAD. 
With a corn crop estimated at over 3,100,000,000 


bushels, and with the certainty that we shall have} 
to use more corn as an ingredient of bread, the 
recent investigations of two French physicians, 
reported in Le Progres Medical, are of interest. 


These investigators, experimenting with pig- 


eons, found that a diet of whole maze, for a perod 
of 240 days, resulted in a state of nervous ex- 
citement, so that the birds were in constant mo- 
tion and appeared to be going mad. Othep grains, 
fed whole, had no such harmful effect. It is well 
known to chicken raisers that a diet of corn alone 
is harmful. The French doctors experimented 
also with highly milled, decorticated corn, that is 
to say, corn stripped of its outer coating. This 
was refused by the birds. When forced to eat it, 
they suffered from emaciation and became para- 
lyzed, 


The conclusion was that corn alone, whether 


with or without fts cortex or outer skin, is a 
harmful diet. But ft {s highly valuable if prop- 
erly milled, so as to conserve its vital elements, 


and mixed with flours made from other grains,

This Century Will Go Into His- 
tory as the Century Which 
Discovered the Middle - Aged 
Woman, Says Clever Author 
and Stage Director.

RE you, looking forward or back-

NVESTIGATORS for the Department 
of Agriculture are in a fair way of 
developing a variety of corn that 
withstand frost and will grow .t 
temperatures.

greatly the amount of this grain raised 
by extending the corn belt. The i.- 
vestigators for the Government plant- 
ed a special variety of corn in Feb- 
ruary, 1917, and found that plants which 
were several inches high withstood a 
arop in temperature, on March 5, that 
froze the ground to a depth of two 
inches. Of even more importance is thc 
fact that some of the individual plants 
continued to grow during periods of low 
temperature when ordinary corn would 
have been at a standstill. Experimenta- 
tion continues, however, as Success can- 
not be considered assured as yet.

The Psychology of Batting. 
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NE of the smile-proaucing features of baseball is the extraordinary de- 


velopment of the substitute batter habit, with certain managers. 


In 


stressful games the average box score looks like a draft list, so many hitters 
are called to the plate, in pursuance of some unproven theory lodged in the 


leader’s intellect. 


The usual reason advanced for sub- 
stituting batters for regulars is based 
on the theory that a batsman cannot 
successfully hit a pitcher who hurls 
from the same side of the plate. That 
is to say, if the occupant of the peak 
has left-hand control, he is supposed 
to be fatal to left-hand hitters. 

On the slightest provocation, out 
comes Mr. Left-hand Batter tc make 
way for a man who swings from the 
starboard side. r 


Confidence Is Weakened. 


UT'let us pursue the argument to 
the other side of the plate, from 
which, we find, a big majority of the 
players bat. As an equal majority of 
pitchers are right handers it can be 
seen that, if the theory applies equal- 
ly to right or left hand hitters, the 
manager consistently ought to be 
substituting lefthand hitters against 
righthand pitching. This being an 
impossibility, owing to lack of num- 
bers, the right handers manage to 
struggle along and, in the course of 
time, learn to hit righthand pitch- 
ing by virtue of plenty of practice 
ainst it. 
tie is this constant habit a substi- 
tuting that has weakened the batting 
and the confidence of many portside 
swingers. 

The result is that when the young 
left-hand hitter advances. to the 
plate in a pinch, against a ieft-hand 
hurler, he behaves like an amateur 
actor on the_ stage, awaiting the 
hook.

{INTHE MAKING AT 
CAMP ALDERSHOT 


Men-at-Arms Turned Out Profi- 
' cient With Bomb, Bayonet 


and Bullet. 
TRAINED WITH MASKS 


Gen. Hunter, Who Spent 15 
Years Under Kitchener in 
Egypt, Is in Charge. 


From the New York Times. 

LONDON, July 16. —“We are trying 
to turn out men at arms and—I think 
we are succeeding.’’ That in a @ozen 
words sums up the attitude of the Brit- 
ish army authorities, as enunciated by 
Gen. Sir Archibald Hunter, G. Cc. B., a 
veteran who spent 15 years of his 'ife in 
Egypt and the Soudan under Kitchener 
and other leaders first in “making rifle- 
men from mud,” as Kipling has it, and 
then in using the mud-begotten ones and 
a few—a very few—white soldiers to 
dam back and finally to overthrow the 
Mahdi's barbarizn hordes. Later ‘in La- 
dysmith, in the belly-pinching of 1999. 
1900, he was the life and soul of th2 de- 
fense, and now ever since the «pening 
of the great European war he has been 
in command of the Aldershot training 
center. 

Now the Aldershot Training Center is 
an area, roughly speaking, some % miles 


- square in-the loveliest part of Swuthern 


England, where Hampshire and Srrrey 
join, and in peace time it is a peace‘ul 
place enough, with few soldiers to be 
seen save in and around Aldershot it- 
self, a pleasant town of red brick bar- 
racks and shady trees, a kind of Fort 
Leavenworth raised to the nth power, 
which has been ever since just after 
the Crimean War the nursery and train- 
ing ground of England’s armies. 
Aldershot a Busy Place. 

Now, however, Aldershot, busy place 
though it is, is simply the headquarters 
and nucleus of a tract dotted and sown 
with camps thick as the stars in the 
sky. and here fore the last three years. 
while the navy, ‘Britain’s sure eh»4)d,’’ 
has stood between this country and in- 
vasion and given England a breathing 
space, Gen. Hunter, quite out of the 
limelight and quite unknown to the man 
in the street, has labored day in and 
day out, week after week, month after 
month, and now year after year. to 
fashion and weld and temper the tren- 
chant blade that will ultimately give 
the deathblow to the Teutonic barbarism 
and give back peace and freedom to ihe 
world. 

This time he had better material to 
start with than the Egyptian fellaheen, 
and he has succeeded in turning out 
the most superb infantry ever seen on a 
modern battlefield, those new armies 
whose boast it is, and it is no mean one, 
that they have lived up to the imperish- 
able traditions set by the “first seven 
divisiors’’ of the original expeditionary 
force. 

With a skir browned by African suns 
and triple row of decoration on his 
tunic, the outward and visible sign of 
more than 40 years’ devoted service, 
Gen. Hunter looked himself a very per- 
fect man at arms today, when he told a 
party of American newspaper men what 
he and his subordinates were Joing. 

Importance of the Bayonet, 

“We are trying,” he said, ‘‘to make 
every man a master of his weapon. The 
artillery may pave the way, but for 
ultimate success we must still rely on 
the three B’s—the bayonet, the bomb 
and the bullet. We pay special atten- 
tion to bayonet fighting here, not only 
for its own sake, but also because it 
inculcates what may be called the bay- 
onet spirit—the desire to get to closc 
quarters and come to grips with the en- 
emy at all costs. If a man goes into a 
fight with the belief that in a hand-to- 
hand fight he can get the better of his 
antagonist, that is half the battle won 
already. In wars beween civilized peo- 
ples when the men get to close quarters, 
ft is not always that this hand-to-hand 
fight ensues, in fact it is comparatively 
seldom that they actually cross bayo- 
nets. It wsually ends with one man put- 
ting up his hands. We are trying to en- 
sure that it won’t be our men; that’s all. 
We have established a moral supertor- 
ity ov®r the Hun and we mean to keep 
it. 

“In carrying out training we find 
games of enormous use to us. Cricket- 
ers are our best bombers. Boxing gives 
the quickness of hand, brain and eye 
that is so essential in bayonet fighting, 
and sprinters and hurdlers are very use- 
ful people when it comes to a bayonet 
charge and the attacking infantry has 
to get over or through barbed wire that 
has only been partially cut and must 
jump across into trenches, and I think,” 
concluded the General, “that just as the 
Canadians have done, your people wilil 
find baseball a great asset when it 
comes to learning bombing.” 

Officers Are Trained. 


Aldershot, as well as being a center 
for training of large bodies of troops 
in bulk, is the chief station for the spe- 
cialized and intensive training of prom- 
ising officers and noncommissioned of- 
ficers of all branches of the service who, 
having gone through a course in this, 
that or the other subject. then return 
to their units anywhere in the British 
Isles, themselves to act as instructors 
to men of their battalion, company, 
fquadron or battery, as the case may 
be. Soldiering now in England—and 
even in France during that period mis- 
named “rest’’ when troops come from 
the trenches only to fall into the hands 
of the schoolmaster—is largely a mat- 
ter of going to school. 

Leave is hard to get and courses are 
Many. There are courses in every im- 
aginable subject from gas drill, which 


teaches you the proper—and the quick- 


est—way to put on your gas mask, the 
fame being often a matter of life and 
death, a death that is a slow torment; 
to bayonet drill, which teaches you the 
most effective way to perforate the Hun 
Here are a few, a very few, of them: 
First aid, barbed wire entanglements, 
bombing, trench mortars, range finding,

U.S. MARINES IN. 


FIELD WOULD KEEP 
GREEN UNIFORMS 


Argue Against Tentative Order 
That Change to Khaki Would 
Lower Morale of Men. 


By Associated Press. 

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 9.—The marines of the 
expeditionary force will make a fight to 
retain their forest green uniforms 
against a tentative order which would 
place them in regular army khaki. Th> 
marines think they can arrange a nec- 
essary supply of their distinctive cloth- 
ing, but army officers feel it would per- 
baps be better to have the entire expe- 
Gition uniformed alike. 

‘The marines hold that to abandon 
their distinctive dress would tend to 
lower the morale of the men, which in 
turn would rob the expedition of the 
spirit of friendly rivalry now existing 
between services. The marines cite the 
case of the Alpine Chasseurs in France 
who won their fight early in the war to 
retain their distinctive uniforms of dark 
tlue against an order that all French 
troops should wear horizon blue. 

The marines have subscribed to a fun4 
of $60,000 to buy French war bonds, the 
fact evoking great cheers from their 
French trainers,

yards behind it, for the gas attacks can 
be delivered not only with the gas cloud 
expelled from cylinders, but wit gas 
shells and lachrymatory shells at iny 
hour of the 2, 

A gas attack’ by a cloud is a compara- 
tively simple matter, but a sufficiently 
ticklish one to try anybody’s neve. It 
involves bringing up into the front line 
of trenches a supply of the gas cylin- 
ders, which weigh about 120 pounds 
and take two men to carry them, or 
more if the mud is bad. Then these 
cylinders must be disposed ready fcr 
action and concealed, for one of them. 
smitten by a hostile shell, would in- 
stantly transform your trench into a 
reeking death hole. 

For defense against gas, the Br tish 
soldier is better equipped than any other 
combatant in Europe. He carries 1) 
what is known as the box respirator, a 
clever arrangement of goggles, mask, 
tubes and valves, whereby the air ‘s 
purified by passing through certain sub- 
stances before T. Atkins breathes it in, 
precisely as the air ts purified before it 
is deemed fit for the august lungs cf the 
legislators by being passed throveh fil- 
ter beds of cottonwood. (2) In uddition 
to this he carries a “P. H. helmet,” a 
vast cowl impregnated with phenol-hexa- 
mine, which turns its wearer into a2 fair 
imitation of a familiar of the Spanish 
Inquisition, and (3) for protection against 
lachrymatory gas, or “weepers.”” as 
Thomas calls them, of the “tear ehells,”’ 
a pair of close-fitting goggies.

Each man was placed in a little 
roofless wire cage about four feet square 
and six feet high, and had to throw from 
it, thus learning to avoid the great dan- 
ger in bombing—striking the hand 
against the parapet and dropping the 
live bomb in the trench. 

In the afternoon was seen the most 
impressive sight of all. Fifty officers 
in white cricket flannels and #0 noncom- 
missioned officers in blue gymnasium 
trousers and white jumpers, in the 
twelfth day of their three weeks’ course 
in physical and bayonet training, with 
magnificent torsos and bronzed faces 
and arms, set off to advantage by their 
scanty clothing. all radiant with health 
and in the oink of condition, standing 
on a close-clipped cricket field, as level 
as a billiard table went through their 
Swedish drill, played games of skipping, 
team racing and leapfrog with all the 
zest and gusto of schogliboys, and then 
when it came on to rain dashed into 
the gymnasium like schoolboys running 
out of school. There, squad by squad, 
they did their bayonet fight with a fire, 
vigor and swiftness that boded {ll to 
their foes. They were “men-at-arms”

THREE MEN SHOT AT LIMA, 0.. 
IN STREET CAR STRIKE CLASH|: 


Mob of 1000 Pursues Car When Stri- 
ker Is Wounded—Six Persons 
Arrested, 

LIMA, O., Aug. 10.—Three men were 
shot in a clash between strike sym- 
pathizers and armed guards on the 
city cars of the Ohio Electric Railway 
Co., late yesterday. Police dispersed 
more than a thousand persons near 
the interurban depot. Mayor Simp- 
son ordered all saloons closed. 

Trouble started on the _ public 
Square when E. K. Stroup, striking 
carman, attempted to board a ear 
manned by strikebreakergs and two 
guards. Charles Crider, motorman 
of the car, is said to have shot Stroup, 
thinking he meant to attacik the con- 
ductor. Stroup may die. 

A mob of more than 1000 pursued 
the car a block and a half te the in- 
terurban station of the Ohio Electric 
Co. There two cars were met and all 
three were stopped by the crowd. The 
six men of the crews and six armed 
guards made a dash for the inter- 
urban building, 100 feet away. The 
mob blocked them and the men began 
shooting. 

Leonard Short, striker, fell fatally 
wounded in the abdomen. Charles 
Morrison, another striker, was hit in 
the hip. The mob attempted to burn 
a car but the firemen put out the 
flames. 

Crider, six strikers and sympathiz- 
ers were arrested. The company made 
no further effort to operate cars. 

The men struck‘ July 11 for higher 
pay and better working conditions 
and soon formed a union,
